2 p. m., as fixed by the joint resolu- 
tion. 


The legislature tonight passed the 


Slater bill to repeal laws ?jsallzing pro- 
fessional boxing in New Tork after 
November 15. 
The 
.leasttre, which 


twice previously had been defeated by 
the assembly, had twice been advo- 
cated by Governor Whitman in special 
message. The vote in the senate was 
26 to 20 and in the assembly 94 to 42. 


Passage of the repeal in the assem- 


bly follcwed a lengthy caucus of vhe 
Republican majority members, during 
which, by a vote of 50 to 34, the l-°l 
was made a party measure. 


Assemblyman Alexander Taylor of 


Buffalo was the only Republican to 
vote against the caucus decision. Two 
Democrats, Donahue of >?sw York and 
Merritt of Sullivan, voted f-ith Repub- 
licans for the bill. Tbe other Demo- 
crats and two Socialists east the neg- 
ative >'otes. 


In the upper house, Senators Crom- 


well, Gibbs, Halladay. Murphy, Ottin- 
ger and Robinson, voted with the solid 
Democratic minority against the re- 
peal, thereby causing the measure to 
muster just the constitutional major- 
ity required.

can, was excused from voting.

totaled on April 1 210 divisions, each 
comprising a maximum of from 10,000 
to 12,000 combatants.

THE VALUE OF BARLEY. 


tNatfonal Cr«o Imorovetntnt Sarvlcn.] 
In the United States and Canada, 


barley is used as a feed for farm ani- 
mals, less than one-third being used 
lor malting. A limited amount is used 
In the preparation of breakfast cereals 
and for pearled barley. "Our farmers 
are learning the value of barley as a 
part ration for dairy cattle and young 
stock and much more will be used as 
animal food In the future." says Pro- 
fessor R. A. Moore, the greatest bar- 
IPV brordcr in the world. 


In many states barley is quite gen- 


erally grown as a hay and feed for 
horsfs. Whon used as a hay it is cut 
in the milk stapp shortly after heading 
and curPd like timothy and blue crass. 
We think tliat the hay phase of barley 
this year is very important because ai! 
acreage that has never been planted 
to other crops or that will need re- 
planting for any reason, could be put 
Into barley at a clear profit. 


When the Kraln is used ns a feed. 


It is either fed whole or the kernels 
crushed by passing between rollers. 
If finely prnund the irluten therein 
makes a sticky mass ns soon at it is 
brrupht in contact with moisture and 
it is not tlifn readily masticated or di- 
RpstPd. Only a limited amount of bar- 
ley is exported from the United States 
and the export consists largely of a 
ml-Xturo of varieties as feed.

FOB GARDENS 


Charles Lathrop Pack Urges All 


States 
to 
Follow 
Pennsyl- 


vania's Action In Throwing 
Open Public Lands to People 
For Produce Raising Purposes. 


Washington. April —.—Charles L». 


rhrop Pack, president of the National 
Emergency Food Garden Commission 
and the American Forestry associa- 
tion, urges the adoption by every state 
In the Union of the policy and the 
plans of the Pennsylvania state for- 
estry department. 
In Pennsylvania 


the state officials have decided to make 
available immediately every Inch of 
unfilled land In their state forestry re- 
serves, that the food problem may In a 
measure be solved so far as that par- 
ticular state Is concerned. 


President Pack, who wished to see 


created In the cities, villages and towns 
of the country a million vegetable gar- 
dens, feels that the situation Is such 
that only quick action by the people 
will forestall a rood crisis. He knows 
through Investigation and through the 
thousands of reports reaching the com- 
mission daily that the food problem of 
the nation is the one vital factor which 
is causing the governmental heads 
more worry than almost any other is- 
sue. And It Is because of this crisis 
that he Is urging the Immediate tilling 
of all unused land In one stupendous 
effort to augment the natural food 
yield. 


President Pack calls attention to the 


plea of President Wilson, who to the 
American people said: 


"Every one who creates or culti- 


vates a garden helps, and helps 
greatly, to solve the feeding of the 
nation, and that every housewife 
who practices strict economy puts 
herself In the ranks of those who 
serve the nattca-" 
Could a more dire warning to a peo- 


ple be sounded? asks Mr. Pack. The 
cold fact remains, the president of the 
commission says, that the food Is the 
vitalizing force that keeps alive the 
human body and that this supply of 
necessary food Is dwindling. 


Here Is what the Pennsylvania de- 


partment of forestry says: "Acting on 
the suggestion made 
by Governor 


Brumbaugh. Robert S. Conklln, com- 
mission of forestry, has issued direc- 
tions which literally throw open for 
free cultivation every available inch of 
the million acres of state forest under 
the control of the department of for- 
estry. 
Any citizen of the state who 


can find a plot of ground on a state 


forest suitable for gardening or farm- 
ing may have the use of it without 
charge until the present crisis passes. 
There are no strings to this offer, and 
there will be no red tape to unwind. 


"The National City bank of New 


York, perhaps the greatest financial In- 
stitution of its kind in the world, has 
interested itself in the home garden 
campaign started by President Pack 
and in its monthly bulletins directs at- 
tention to the importance of the move- 
ment."
